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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 
The Challenge Is Real 


Graduations come and go every year — and newspaper 


editorial writers write their usual pieces, made up of 
congratulations and comment about the challenge facing 
the young people as they leave school. And in the same 
vein, commencement speakers note the problems of transi- 
tion from classroom to employment; or from classroom to 
college. 

This repitition, through annual comment, tends to dull 
the meaning of the message. Like the ery of ‘‘wolf’’, 
uttered so often that no one paid attention when the need 
was real, perhaps most newspaper readers and commence- 
ment-goers shrug off this message as merely the duty of 
the one who states it. 

But this year, more so than is most, we must face the 
fact that graduation-time is all-important to thousands of 
young people across the country. 

Those leaving high school for college should realize 
just how fortunate they are to have been accepted in a 
year when the competition for college acceptance is un- 
usually keen. And they must continually keep in mind that 
college no longer is a place to have four years of fun, 
mixed casually with enough studying to get by. Now, in 
the year 1958, college means work — plenty of hard study- 
ing. For there is no room any longer for the fun-loving, 
book-hating student who crammed enough into his noggin 
at exam time to pass with the lowest possible mark. The 
competition is too keen, the pace too accelerated, And 
the need for bright, alert, useful college graduates is too 
great to permit loafers to waste their time and the 
college’s. 

Thus when we speak of the challenge facing these 
youngsters, it is, in truth, a serious message, 

And when we consider the high school and college 
graduates, who this year will seek employment amidst a 
general business decline, it also is apparent that they 
face a challenge of considerable severity. None can mini- 
mize their serious problem. 

For the golden days are not now with us. College gra- 
duates haven’t, as a whole, been able to sit back and 
wait for the best offer, certain that some industry or pro- 
fession would come looking, even begging, for their ser- 
vices. Rather, the graduates have been looking for work 
in their chosen fields. This indeed is a great challenge to 
many, who somehow have overlooked preparing them- 
selves in the manner and methods of seeking employment. 

lo the high school graduate, who is not going on to 
some school, there is an even more acute problem. While 
he or she seeks work, industry and business is becoming 
more selective because the need for help is not so great. 

And in a third category — the youngster Starting his 
final four years of public schooling, the ninth through 
twelfth grades — there is need for sober thought. These 
young people face a period when college acceptance pro- 
bably will get harder. Their marks in grade nine, once 
more or less excused, must now be up to par. They have 
to bear down earlier, just at the time when many youngs- 
ters like to start having fun and neglecting studies, 

For the time is coming, experts agree, when a couple of 
bad grades on a prospective student’s record, even if 
they are in the ninth grade or the sophomore year of high 
school, may be enough to keep him out of college. Com- 
petition will be so keen, with far too few college facilj- 
ties to handle the possible enrollment, that only the cream 
of the crop will be accepted. And this relative handful of 
students will be the ones who knewwhat they wanted and 
maintained an academic record good enough to get there. 

50, In three ways, this year’s message to graduates 
Should be taken seriously. For in every respect, the 
college, high school and junior high school graduates 
must face up to economic or educational conditions that 
will test them well. 

In whichever portion of this group you find yourself, 
this June of 1958, we wish you well. The challenge is 
great, But those who meet it head-on, with courage and 
determination, will in the final analysis do well. Good 
luck to you all,

What Our Readers Say 


To the Editor of the Townsman: 

“The ‘Education’ column in the 
May 19, 1958 issue of ‘Time 
magazine covers a subject which 
has borhered many citizens of 
Andover for a number of years, 
i.e. merit pay for teachers. Accord- 
ing to Time’s editors, the teach- 
ers in Salt Lake City ‘clamored for 
a ‘leeway referendum’ to allow 
the school board to add 5 mills 
to property taxes’ and ‘lost badly 
after a campaign that degenerated 
into a dog fight. — Yet all bond 
issues for new school buildings 
have passed. The difference: 
much of the leeway money would 
go to across-the-board teachers’ 
pay raises. A study on merit pay 
has poked along for four years, 
but teachers have been consistent- 
ly cool to the idea of raises given 
according to ability. Said one 
disgusted citizen last week: ‘Sure 
a good career teacher is worth 
more money. And a_ science 
teacher is worth more than a gym- 
nasium teacher, But the educators 
just won’t look at it that way. Pay 
the good teacher more, but also 
pay the lousy teacher more? Nuts!’ 

“That was in Salt Lake City 
but it strikes a reminiscent chord. 
It seems that I have heard some- 
thing similar in Andover. Here, 
too, the merit pay idea ‘has 
poked along for years.’ Here, also, 
teachers have been somewhat cool 
to the idea of raises given accord- 
ing to ability. Here, also, citizens 
are beginning to revolt against 
paying the mediocre teachers high 
salaries in order to attract and 
retain the better career teachers. 

“It is paradoxical that educa- 
tors complain that their profes- 
sion is not accorded the high re- 
gard and respect it commanded 
years ago and, at the same time, 
advocate principles which are 
calculated to destroy this res- 
pect. The professional of years 
ago took pride in individual 
achievement and in reward for 
such individual performance. One 
of the basic distinctions  be- 
tween the professional and the 
union tenet is this very difference 
between compensation in accord- 
ance with performance on the one 
hand and equal pay for the same 
job regardless of performance on 
the other hand. So long as groups 
calling themselves professionals, 
Whether they be teachers, en- 
gineers or other technicians, act 
in fact like unions they will find 
it difficult to earn from the public 
the high regard accorded to true 
professionals, 

“It isn’t too difficult to under- 
stand why teachers, or other pro- 
fessionals, as a whole are 
opposed to merit pay for meritor- 
ious performance, In any Broup 
only a small portion will be out- 
standing, The vast majority will 
be of average performance or 
poorer, This yast majority, or 
rather those who _ instinctively 
feel they will be in this majority, 
will always be opposed to any 


merit plan. ‘They stand to gain 
very little. In fact, to the extent 
that their employer pays more for 
Outstanding performance, there 
will be less for them. 

“This concern of the majority 
lest they be remunerated for actual 
performance instead of by title 
is usually masked by protesta- 
tions that it is impossible to 
grade teachers. Let me hasten to 
point out that industry has little 
difficulty in grading engineers, 
technicians and supervisors, and 


the problem there is identical, 
All that is requisite is a sincere 
desire to do it and it can be 
done. 

“Mr. John Q. Public is more 
and more evincing a disposition 
to revolt against paying exhorbit- 
ant prices for mediocre products, 
He is just a wee bit tired of being
